Atlanta’s big Peace Jubilee, in which ev- 
ery section of the country will be repre- 
sented by distinguished citizens, war heroes 


and national characters, is to be. ushered 


into life temorrow morning with the arrival 


of the presidential train from Washington. 
Every arrangemgnt for the splendid un- 

dertaking has been completed. 
The first of the distinguished

of the president, the celebration in which 
the whole heart of Atlanta is interested, 
will be in full blast. 

The members of the executive committee 
of the Jubilee association, whose 
guidance the work of the celebration has 
gone steadily forward, held their last meet-

ing at Jubilee headquarters yesterday morn- ; 


ing. A careful survey of the details of the 
different events was gone through with and 
the committee expressed satisfaction with 
the excellent showing made. 


During the session of the committee a tel- | 
egram was received by President Hemphill | 
from Congressman Livingston at Washing- 


ton stating that he had just had a confer- 
ence with the secretary of war, the result 
of which was that two regiments of the 
Becond army corps, stationed at Athens, 
Ga., had been ordered to Atlanta to take 
part in the Jubilee celebration. The two 
regiments are to act as escort for the pres- 
{dent in the big parade and remain in the 
city until the conclusion of the Jubilee pro- 
gramme. The telegram from Washington 
was read with pleasure by the committee 
and the coming of the large body of troops 
more than insures the splendid success of 
the civic and military parade. 

The regiments that have been ordered to 
Atlanta are the Fifteenth Pennsylvania 
and Third New Jersey two of the best drill- 
ed and equipped commands in the volunteer 
service. The brigade to which the regiments 
belong is in command of Brigadier General 
George M. Randall, who together with Ma- 
jor General » F. Young command- 
ing the Second army corps, was 
invited by the committee to attend the 
Jubilee and be the guests of the city. 

The committee also invited at the meet- 
ing yesterday Colonel] John Jacob Astor, a 
member of the staff of General Wheeler, 
who took a prominent part in the Cuban 
campaign, and Major General Bates, com- 
manding a division of the First army corps 
with headquarters at Macon. 

Muzic for Jubilee. 

With the two regiments to be sent from 
Athens as a compliment from the govern- 
ment, will come the splendid band of the 
Fifteenth Pennsylvania and the drum corps 
of the Third New Jersey, in addition to the 
eight band organizations, including the band 
ef the Third Tennessee, that have been 
fFecured by the grand marshal. Concerts 
have been arranged for the military bands 
tomorrow night while the presidential party 
is attending the reception given at the Cap- 
ital City Club and the thousands of visitors 
who will have reached the city by that 
time from every part of the state will find 
entertainment and amusement in store for 
them. 

While the big parade % to be essentially 
a civic one there will be in line, besides the 
two rgiments from the Second army corps, 
comprising in themselves more than’ 2.000 
"men, the battalion of the fifth infantry sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson, together with 
the local commands of the Fifth regiment 
of Georgia and cadet commands from oth- 
er parts of the state. The grand marshal 
has been called upon to add two whole di- 
visions to the parade in order to include 
the civic organizations that have come in 
during the past few hours. 

Homes Should Decorate. 

Now that the big Jubilee is put a few 
hours off, and the celebration promises 
a@ greater success than has been anticipated 
even by members of the Jubilee comm't- 
tee, it is expected that the people of the 
city will do their part in giving the event 
the send-off its importance occasions. The 
need for decorations on homes and bus 
need for decorations on homes and bus- 
iness houses has grown to be imperative, 
and the short time that intervenes before 
the opening of the Jubilee makes it neces- 
Sary that the work should begin at once. 
Everywhere within the Limits of the city, 
and especially along the prinsipal streets 
and the line of march, the national flag 
should wave a welcome to the president 
and the distinguished guests who will lay 
eside their duties to take part with At- 
lanta in a Jubilee of victory and peace. 

‘The oceasion is one in itse:f of jubilation 
that would seem strange without the pres- 
ence of the national emblem at every turn 
and along the streets where the big civic 
and military demonstration is to pass, 


flags and bunting should greef the eye 
everywhere in token of the sympathy of 
Atlantians with the victory Jub’‘lee. 

The part that gave most to the success of 
the demonstrations recently held in Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia was the part taken 
by the people. Along the principal thor- 
Oughfares the houses were covered with 
Streamers, flags and bunting, with like- 
nesses of the famous men, many of whom 
were present, who helped to make the vic- 
tory of the country what it was, placed in 
every window. 

The Jubilee will bear a national impor- 
tance, coming, as it does, in a southern 
city, and having more than a score of the 
men whose names have been on the lips 
of the people, for its guests. Many of the 
homes and business houses of the city 
have waited until the last day to decorate, 
and it js the desire of the decoration com- 
mittee that the work which has been de- 
layed should begin at onre. 

Reception Committee Meets. 

At the meeting of the reception commit- 
tee at Jubilee headquarters’ yesterday 
morning, a number of matters of impor- 
tance came before the attention of the 
members. The sub-committees from the 
whole committee to meet the distinguished 
Guests at the depot were named by Chair- 
man Mims, and in order to have the ser- 
vice of cach member of the committee the 
chairman has called a meeting for 10 o'clock 
this morning at the Kimball. 

The appointment of the sub-committees 
was made by Chairman Mims after careful 
consideration, and the duties of the mem- 
bers were explained fully at the session. 
A sub-committee, consisting of several 
members, was named for each of the dis- 
tinguished guests, and jt will be the work 
of the committees to meet the guests of 
the city upon their arrival and make requi- 
sition upon the committee on accommo- 
dation, for the quarters that have been pro- 
vided for the famous visitors. Each sub- 
committee will see that its particular 
guest ts carried to the different receptions 
in time, and at each event places will be 
reserved for the committeemen.

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GARCIA’S FUNERAL TODAY. 


SERVICES WILL TAKE PLACE IN 
ST. PATRICK’S CHURCH. 


The Remains Will Be Temporarily De- 
positei in the Vault at 
Arlingtcn. 


Washington, December 12.—The body of 
General Calixto Garcia, the Cuban patriot, 
guarded by a detachment of United States 
artillerymen, lay in state all day in the 
room at the Raleigh hotel, in which he died 
yesterday. Tonight the remains were 
placed in a handsome black cloth-covered 
casket preparatory to the funeral services 
which take place tomorrow. 

The face and bust were left exposed to 
view. A large silver plate on the casket 
gives the general’s name and the place and 
date of birth and death and his rank in the 
Cuban army. Tomorrow morning at half- 
past 9 o’clock the remains will be taken 
to St. Patrick’s Catholic church, where 
the funeral services are to be held at 10 
o'clock. ? 

The honorary pallbearers will be Generals 
Miles, Shafter, Wheeler, Lawton and Lud- 
low, Secretary Hay, Senators Proctor, 
Thurston, Money and Mason and Hon. John 
R. Proctor, of the civil service commission, 
while the active pallbearers will be nins 


non-commissioned officers from the Wash- 
{ington barracks, After the services at the 
church the remains, borne on a caisson 
and escorted by two companies of artillery, 
wil] be taken to Arlington and placed tem- 
porarily in a receiving vault, pending their 
final interment in Cuba at the time to be 
hereafter determined. 

All day there was a crowd visiting the 
hotel for the purpose of obtaining a view 


of the remains. A large number of floral | 


aesigns, many of them emblematic in char- 
acter, were received during the day and 
placed in the room where the remains lie. 
Many evidences of sympathy and condo- 
lence were received by the members of the 
commission during the day. Among the 
letters received was one from Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, who in speaking of Gar- 
cia’s death said: 

“It is a severe loss to Cuba that Garcia 
hus departed, but the cause so dear to him 
survives, the principles that governed his 
action are still living and the truth will 
prevail.’’ 

Vice President Hobart, in a note of con- 
dolence, said Garcia’s @eath was more than 
a loss to Cuba, for it would be regretted 
throughout our country and wherever peo- 
ple honor those who battle for Hberty and 
independence, 

Mrs. Garcia Won't Go to Washington. 

Thomasville, Ga., December 12.—Mrs. Ca- 
lixto Garcin, the wife of the Cuban gener- 
al who died yesterday in Washington, will 
be unable to attend her husband’s funeral 
tomorrow. Her daughter, Mercedes, who is 
quite ill, is not so well today and Mrs. 
Garcia has decided to remain here until 
her condition is improved. 
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FLAGS HAL® MAST IN SANTIAGO. 


General Wood Takee Official Cogni- 
zance of Garcia’s Death. 
Santiago de Cuba, December 12.—On the 
arrival of the news of General Calixto Gar- 
cia’s death, General Leonard Wood order- 
ed the flags on the government buildings 
half-masted, a courtesy greafly appreciated 
by the Cubans, and even those politically 
opposed to Garcia. Profound regret is ex- 

pressed by his late followers. 

The opposing factions, though expressing 
their regrets at his death, do not hesitate to 
declare that it clears the political horizon 
in the province to a great extent.

“No new state, the territory of which 
was not a part of the United States, and 
under its jurisdiction and sovereignty on 
the first day of January, A. D. 1898 shall 
be admitted into the union, unless three- 
fourths of the members elected to each 
house of congress shall vote affirmatively 
for such admission.”’ 

The resolution was referred to the judi- 
cilary committee.

tention was to confer statehood upon the 
territory and citizenship upon its inhabi- 
tants. 


Mr. Vest declared that it was a basic 
principle of this government that ‘“‘the 
powers of the government were derived 
from the consent of the governed,’ and 
maintained that the federal government 
had no authority, either in moralts or in 
the constitution, to go beyond that prin- 
ciple. 

He held that the principle had been sus- 
tained by the supreme court in various de- 
cisions and that no public man of promi- 
nence and no recognized tribunal had been 
reckless enough to controvert ft, until with- 
in the last six months, ‘‘when the craze 
of expansion seems to have taken posses- 
sion of the American people." 

Mr. West thought !t was the purpose of 
the expansionists to adopt the European 
System of colonization. He pointed out that 
Great Britain had in the mother country 
120,979 square miles of territory, and in her 
colonies 16,667,071 square miies. The dis- 
proportion of population was about the 
same. 

Mr. Vest maintained that the funda- 
mental principle of this government was 
the granting of citizenship to all within the 
jurisdiction of the government. He did not 
believe that anybody would be reckless 
enough to gay that Thomas Jefferson, who 
penned the words, ‘‘all governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the 
governed,’ was not accurate in the ligiht 
of our constitution. 


How Florida Was Acquired. 


In the act of cession of the territory of 
Louisiana from france to the United States 
is found a provision that the inhabitants, 
4S soon as possibie, shall be made citizens 
of the United States and the territory of 
Louisiana pe made a state of the union. 
So it was, declared Mr. Vest, woen Florida 
Was acquired trum Spain, and when Alaska 
was obtained trom Nussia. 

“Wien, where, how,’’ he asked, “‘have 
we surrendered the great power that 
this is a confederation of states? J can- 
not concelve it to Le possible to point 
Out any vther form Of government unh- 
der the constitution.” 

Mr. Vest declared that the United States 
supreme court thad settled that question for 
all time. Mr. Vest maintained that the 
overwhelming argument of the expansion- 
ists was that the constitution applies alone 
to the states of the union. In favor of 
what he termed ‘‘this monstrous proposi- 
tion,” he said the expansionists quoted 
Daniel Webster, for whose opinions he him- 
self had the highest respect. The argu- 
ment of Mr. Webster referred to had been 
made in a debate with John CC, Calhoun, 
when slavery was a dominant issue. Mr. 
Calhoun had maintained that inasmuch as 
slavery was recognized by the federal con- 
stitution, its extension into the territories 
acquired by the union of states was consti- 
tutionel. Then it was that Mr. Webster 
had declared that the constitution applied 
to the states alone. 

“To say,’ declared Mr. Vest, “‘that citi- 
zens of a territory are excluded from the 
the privileges guaranteed by the Dill of 
rights and are merely the subjects of the 
arbitrary will of congress is a monstrous 
proposition; but fortunately the supreme 
eourt has determined that question in many 
cases, 

“I do not deny,’’ continued Mr. Vest, 
“the power of the federal government 
to acquire territory, but I do deny its 
power to acquire territory peopled with 
millions without their consent and with 
no intention of conferring upon them 
cttizenship. I may be answered that 
the point is not good, that it may be 
evaded by the taking in of vast tracts 
of lands peopled with barbarians to be 
held merely for commercial advantage. 
When the congress of the United States 
shall become so degraded as this, it is 
only a question of time until the end 
shall come, 

“We are a great people,’ concluded Mr. 
Vest. ‘‘We are told that this country can 
do anything, constitution or no constitu- 
tion. We are a great people, it is true, but 
we cannot do more than another great 
people did—a people that conquered the 
world, not with steel ships and modern 
cannon, but with bare swords and primi- 
tive galleys. The colonial system destroyed 
all hope of republicanism in the old time. 
It is an appendage of monarchy, It can 
exist in no free country, because it uproots 
and eliminates the basis of all republican 
institutions—that governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the gov~ 
erned. I know not what may be done with

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MILES PLEADS FOR 


A GREATER ARMY 


beneral Appears Before House 
Lommitiee on Military Affairs, 


TWO BILLS ARE PENDING 


Commander Declares There Should Be One 
Soldier for Every Theusand Population 


RECOUNTS EVENTS OF THE PAST 


He Asserts That-an Army of the Size 
He Suggests Would Be Large 
Enough for Our Position in ~ 
the World and Would 
Not Hurt. 


Washington, December 12.—Major Gen- 
eral Miles appeared today before the house 
commission on military affairs for a hear- 
ing relative to the proposed reorganization 
and increase of the army. 

Two bills for this purpose are pending, 
one drawn by General Miles and introduced 
in the senate as the Hawley bill, and an- 
other introduced in the house by Chairman 
Fiull, of the military committee. 

At the outset General Miles addressed 


himself to the general need of increasing 
the army without reference to either bill. 
He said he had always favored the estab- 
lishment of a fixed standard for the army. 
The experience of the last year, he said, had 
demonstrated that our present military es- 
tablishment was inadequate to maintain our 
position as a first-class power. It. was 
necessary now to consider both our military 
requirements at home and those in our new 
colcenial dependencies abrcad, and the rapid- 
ly increasing demands made by the seacoast 
fortifications. The latter, as far as com- 
pleted, required some 185 batteries of artil- 
lery, and when the entire increase in coast 
defenses was completed, 365 would be re- 
quired, 

The war with Spain had shown pretty 
clearly how many men would be required, 
General Miles said. The war had required 
52,000 men for actual field operations at 
various points. Of these 22,000 gnen went to 
Manila, 20,000 to Cuba and 10,00 to Porto 
Rico. These were actually in the presence 
of the hostile enemy. Since then there 
had been re-enforcements for garrison and 
other purposes. 

At the same time the general point out 
that the necessities at home must not be 
overlooked. The entire frontier ihad been 
stripped of troops during the late war, 
and complaints were coming in that the 
lives, families and property of those along 
the frontier were jeopardized by this condi- 
tion. In particular, there were fears of an 
outbreak in the Sioux country because of 
the absence of troops. st was not desirable, 
therefore, to withdraw our forces from the 
frontier so as to leave them defenseless or 
to invite disorder. 

One in Every Thousand a Soldier. 
These considerations, said General Miles, 

had led him to recommend a Standard of 
one soldier from 1,00 population at home, 
with native troops on a basis of two native 
soldiers for every 1,000 population. 

If we are to be a first-class power in 
the world, proceeded Genera] Miles, we 
must have a military system adequate to 
meet our responsibilities the world over. 

I believe in making that system so small 

that it will not be a menace to the Amer- 

ican people, and at the same time, large 
enough to make it adequate for any 
emergency. 

He believed one soldier to 1,000 population 
would give an army entirely adequate for 
every need. It would give an army of 62,900. 
according to the last census, and about 
75,000 on the estimated population of today. 
In addition to this:force, the use of native 
troops would make an effective body in the 
several colonies, 

“And if we keep the Philippines—and T 
have no more idea that we wil] give up 
Manila than that we will give up Bunker 
Hill or any other place immortalized in 
our history—then this native foree will 
largely augment our own troops there, and 
I understand the natives are ready io enter 
upon this service.”’ | 

General Miles then explained in detail the 
bill drawn by him. In response to ques- 
tions, General Miles said at least 2.000 na- 
tive troops and 2,000 of our troops were 
required to maintain order in Porto Rico. 
At least 15,000 were required for western 
posts exposed to Indian uprisings, 

Probably 10,000 men would be sufficient 
for Cuba in the near future. The officers 
in the Philippines estimated they would 
require 25,000 men, possibly more. <Alto- 
gether about 40,000 men were needed abroad 
and 35,000 at home. 

At the Afcornoon meetinz General 
Schofield, wh» preceded General Miles 
in command of the army, devoted his 
chief attention to the friction inevita- 
bly arising between the secretary of 
war and the commanding general un- 
der the present system. 

This had occurred during the command 
of General Scott, who removed his head- 
Guerters to New York to avoid differences 
arising with the war department. It oec- 
curred also during the command of General 
Sherman, who went to St. Louis to avoid 
friction. 

zeneral Miles said that. he thought it 
would be better for the president to have 
the war minister more particularly direct 
vast administrative work of the war 
department, as it was manifestly impossible 
for any man to come from civil life and at 
once become familiar with all the latest 
appliances of war. 

If the one occupying the chief mili- 
tary position was not liked, then let 
some one else be placed in military 
authority. 

But the selection should not be from so 
far down on the list as to amount to 
favoritism, for that would not be approved 
by the people.

NO COMPLAINT AGAINST HIM 


He Declares He Was in No Way Hin- 
dered in His Department’s Work. 


LOST ONLY FIVE MEN IN HIS CORPS 


General Says That His Officers Exer- 
ciseqd the Greatest Caution in 
Caring for His Men.

Washington, December 12.—General A. W. 
Greely, chief of the signal service, testl!- 
fied before the war investigating commis- 
sion that his plans had been laid well ahead 
and that when appropriations became 
available, there was no delay in launching 
the work. He knew what would be re- 
and acted accordingly. He said 
the auxiliary force of the corps Was mus- 
tered in, organized and sent to the front 
in thirty days after its formation was au- 
thorized. Every order from the command- 
ing general to create lines of communi- 
cation had been obeyed promptly. He had 
made a practice of having the necessary 
material always on hand at supply points. 
and there had not been a single complaint 


over the manner in which the corps had 


responded to all calls upon it. 

General Greely was then asked: 

“Were you hindered or delayed at any 
time in the administration of your depart- 
ment by any one in authority over you. 

“Well, of course, in tme of war, when 
large supplies are needed, in many cases 
it is necessary to convince the secretary 
of war that certain things are necessary 
to be done. There was at first some de- 
lay, and before the war | Was cautioned 
to be circumspect in purchases and expen- 
ditures. Vhis never did any real harm, 
and when the emergency arose, ] was given 
everything needed, and was well supported 
by the department.’’

of the money-making classes of this coun- 
try. For myself, I would rather quit public 
life this minute—nay, I would be willing to 
vield life itself rather than give my consent 
to this fantastic and wicked attempt to 
revolutionize our government and to substi- 
tute the principles of our hereditary enemy 
for the teachings of Washington and his 
associates.’’ 
Plati Takes the Other Side. 

Mr. Platt. of Connecticut, said he did not 
acquiesce in the law as stated by the Mis- 
souri senator. He believed that the power 
to acquire territory was inherent in the na- 
tion and was not subject » limitation. He 
thought it perfectly evi€ent that if the 
United States in fighting a war came into 
possession of territory the progress of its 
army and navy could not be stopped until 
the constituted authorities should declare 
whether it was the purpose of the govern- 
ment to hold the acquired territory with 
the ultimate intention of conferring State- 
hood upon its inhabitants, Mr. Platt de- 
clared that the power of the government 
to acquire territory was full and plenary. 

To this proposition, unless it were ac- 
companied by declarations as to the 
purpose of the government with the 
territory acquired, which purpose should 
be within the power of the constitution 
to confer, Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, 
said he desired to enter his empratic 
dissent. 

Mr, Morgan called up the Nicaragua canal 
bul, which was read in extenso, and Mr. 
turpie thereupon suggested to Mr. Morgan 
che advisabliity of postponing the consid- 
eration of the bill until atter January Ist. 
He called attention to the fact that the 
president in his message suggested that 
matters should remain in statu quo until 
the report of the canal commission was 
made. It was an open secret, he said, that 
the cOmmission would report by the first of 
the new year. The report would deal with 
questions timely and vitally important In 
connection with the bill. It would report 
officially upon the feasibility of the enter- 
prise, the practicability of routes and the 
estimated expenditure. The work of the 
commission had cost a quarter of a million. 
Why not wait? Why go it blind? 

Mr. Morgan that the country had 
reached a conclusion upon this question 
and would not be satisfied, he thought, to 
see this session pass without the enactment 
of legislation which would secure the bulld- 


said 


ing of the canal. 

Mr, Morgan said 
Rica recognized what was the 
opinion of mankind that the canal across 
the isthmus must be built under the pro- 
tection, control and management of some 
great maritime power. 

The terms of the Menocal-Cardenas con- 
cessions proved this. The two sovereign 
republics became parties to stock in the 
company when organized, Nicaragua Te- 
teining 6 per cent of the paid-up stock and 
Costa Rica 14 per cent. They had waived 
Lneir sovereign rights in favor of the con- 
gress of the United States. They had 
waived them for the benefit of their own

croscopic dots on the map of the world. 

We stood pledged by that treaty with 
Nicaragua to protect the canal. Our armies 
must go there if the rights of the canal

1867 were in violation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. But seven years’ before Great 
Britain had procured a treaty with Nica- 
ragua identical in terms,-so that the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty had vanished into thin 
air by Great Britain’s act. The main diffi- 
culty which confronted us arose out of 
the fact that when Cleveland withdrew the 
Frelinghuysen-Cabillo treaty he expressly 
took the ground that it established an en- 
tangling alliance and violated the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. 

Cleveland Revived Dead Treaty. 
“It could not violate a treaty that 
was dead,’ said Mr. Morgan. ‘So that 
Mr. C.eveland by his first diplomatic 
act against the judgment of congress 
gave vitality to a treaty that was dead.” 
A question was raised as to the language 
of the bill guaranteeing theeneutrality of 
the canal in case the United States were at 
war with a country. Mr. Morgan said that 
the language of the bill specifically except- 
ed such a case. 
Mr. Hoar differed with Mr. Morgan. If 
the United States were at war with Eng- 
iand and England should dispatch a hostile 
fleet to San Francisco could that fleet pass 
through without interruption? asked Mr. 
Hoar. Did the statement in the bill ag to 
the right of the United States to protect 
tre canal in time of war give us the right 
to say the canal was not neutral? he asked. 
Mr. Morgan said no nation would m's- 
understand the language of the bill, but he 
was willing to accept any language that 

would make our right snore specific. 

Mr. Hoar suggested that the clauses@e. 
lating to the neutrality of the canal should 
be amended so as to say: “Except ag to 
nations at war with the United States.’’ 

Mr. Morgan said he would accept the 
amendment. No senator should vote 
against the bill on this account. Mr. Mor- 
gan said the president, in whom congress 
had so wisely and confidingly entrusted a 
fund of $50,000,000 to be used “‘at his discre- 
tion,’’ could certainly be trusted to hear 
and determine the objections of Nicaragua 
Or Costa Rica or the stockholders of the 
Maritime Cana] Company. Mr. Morgan 
said his plea was for action. This bil did 
not seek to build the canal. It simply 
placed the question in the hands of the 
president. 

In reply to a question Mr. Morgan said 
that he did not belfeve it would be compe- 
.ent for the United States independent of 
any corporat on to proceed to the construe- 
tion of the canal under the treaty of 1867. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan’s speech 
che senate adjourned.

Jesup, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)—Bob 
Arewer, the great desperado who caused 
“the Jesup riot Christmas, 1889, and who 
kille@ the deputy marshal, William Barn- 
hill; young William Woods, from Ridge- 
land, S. C., who was on a visit here at 
that time to his uncle, W. S. Woods, and 
who also wounded W. S. Woods and Mar- 
shal B. R. Leggett, was captured last 
night three miles from Johnson Station. 

Sheriff Lyons received word where Brew- 
er was and went over to capture him, 
taking with him Deputies Price and Fish- 
back. They were joined by another and 
proceeded to the house where Brewer had 
been located. As soon as Brewer became 
aware of his discovery, he shot and killed 
Annie Francis, a colored woman whom he 
supposed had given him away. Several 
shots were then fire@ into the house by 
the posse and were returned by Brewer. 

Brewer then came to the door of the 
house and started out, but as soon as he 
opened the door Deputy Sheriff Price shot 
him with a heavy load of shot, which took 
effect in his faee an@ arm. Brewer stag- 
gered back and fell, but got up again 
almost immediately and was then shot in 
the neck by Sheriff Lyons. He was se- 
cured and brought to Savannah to prevent 
his lynching. 

Brewer shot and killed Town Marshal 
Barnhiil and wounded Russell Leggett in 
the Jesup riot ten years ago and has 
been at large since that time. He says 
he has never been further away from Jesup 
at any time since the riot than Jackson- 
ville, Fla.

The senate committee on appropriations, 
which now has the house bill under discus- 
sion, has started out in the consideration 
of that measure with an evident determi- 
nation to pass upon it section by section 
and to make it practically a senate Dill by 
the time it is returned to the lower branch 
of the general assembly. For two days 
the committee has heard argument for and 
against certain appropriations made by the 
house, and at a late hour yesterday after- 
noon the debate close@ and the members 
began to consider the individual items. 
They did not get very far, but they will 
meet again today and will hola continuous 
sessions until the bill is disposed of. That 
conference committees will be needed to 
settle disputes between the house and the 
senate on a dozen or more points is certain, 
and it begins to look as though the ses- 
sion might end in a good deal of confusion 
eo far as appropriations are concerned, for 


although the senate will unquestionably 


ary to crowd into one week the work which 
kept the house busy for seven, there is 
very little time left for the adjustment 


of differences. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the committee 
the action of the house in reducing the 
salaries of the three raiiroad commission- 
ers from $2,500 to $2,000 was non-concurred 
{n, although Representative Lane, of Sum- 
ter, made an able and eloquent plea for the 
reduction. Hle was seconded by Senators 
Mann, Sutton, Moye and others, but they 
were outvoted on the final call of the roll. 
State Geologist W. S. Yeates and Former 
Governor W. J. Northen appeared in hbe- 
half ef the geolorical survey and made 
a strong argument in favor of a renewed 
nppropriation to that valuable department. 
It has been getting $8,000 a year before, 
burt the house struck this out wnen it 
had the bill under consideration, thus aboli- 
ishing the department altogether. The 
chances are that the $8,000 item will be re- 
stored in the senate, and it is even said 
that a practically unanimous report from 
the committee will favor it. 

Schools and Pensions. 

This is as far as the committee got ves- 
terday, but it is far enough to show that 
the upper house is not disposed to accept 
the action of the lower house as final. 
With only five more days in which to 
transact legislative business, the outlook 
{is by no means an encouraging one, and 
unless the several conference committees 
net with the greatest possible dispatch on 
ail issues in dispute it is possible that there 
may be a conflict over appropriations that 
will lead to confusion and embarrassment 
at the very close of the So far 
as the public school] fund is concerned, it 
is safe to say that the senate is sure to 
make a big reduction as compared with 
last year, but whether they will make it 
$400,000, as the house committee did, or 
$200,000. as the house itself did, no man is 
in a position to know. 

As to pensions, the senate !s laying low. 
The Brandon bills to put all pensions on an 
indigent basis will, if they become a law, 
bring about a big reduction without in- 
justice to deserving veterans, and a ma- 
fority of the house voted for them the 
other day in preference to voting to cut 
tne direct pension epropriations in the 
bill. But a reconsideration was obtained, 
and the steering committee will bring the 
measures up again this morning, when the

house will take final action on them. Should 
they pass, they will unquestionably be suc- 
cessful in |the senate. Their exact scope 
Was explained by their author when they 
were up before, and his speech at that 
time is of special interest now. 


Mr. Brandon’s Speech. 
He said: | 

“I beg the| indulgence of the house while 
I submit the reasons that impelled me to 
introduce these pension bills (that is the 
one now under consideration and house Dil! 
No. 128), and the reasons why I think they 
Should pags.| And, first, I will explain the 
object they are aimed at. There are three 
Statutes under which pensions are paid. 
One provides for pensions for maimed or 
disabled ex-confederate soldiers, and the 
pension is given to them without condi- 
tion. This is known as the disabled or 
maimed soldiers’ pension law. The next 
relates to soldiers who from ‘age and pov- 
erty, infirmity and poverty, or blindness 
and poverty, ure unable to provide a living 
for themselves,’ known commonly as the 
indigent pension law, and under it the 
pension is given only on condition that the 
applicant is unable to support himself by 
labor of any sort. The next is the widows’ 
pension law, and provides a pension for 
widows of confederate soldiers without re- 
gard to their firancial condition—the poor, 
impoverished and needy being treated un- 
der this act as well as the disabled soldiers’ 
pension law, with no more consideration 
than the rich, and in some cases are given 
less. 

“The object of these bills is to provide 
that none but the needy shall under present 
conditions enjoy the state’s muniticence. 
That no one may suspect me of a lack of 
affection for the confederate soldier, and 
of pride in this achievements, I trust I will 
be pardoned for saying that my father was 
a confederate soldier, and was shot duwn at 
the battle of Fort Donelson, on his own 
plantation, while leading a charge against 
the enemies of his cause, and that in addi- 
tion five uncles of mine were confederate 
soldiers, two of them having been in the 
battles around Atlanta. 

“The question presented by these bills is 
whether or not money should be taken by 
taxation from the great masses of the peo- 
ple, who need all they have, and given as a 
bounty to those who do not need it. It is 
admitted that it is right for the state to 
tax its people for the care of the noor and 
needy, and to provide so far as its resources 
will permit for the needy old heroes of the 
war in their last days on earth in a manner 
less objectionable than that in which the 
ordinary poor are cared for, but should it 
overburden its people in order to care for 
those who are abler than a great majority 
of their fellow citizens to care for them- 
selves? 


How the People Are Taxed. 


“Even this question would never be made 
in this house as to any ex-confederate sol- 
dier but for the fact that tax burdens on 
their fellow citizens have become too 
grievous to be borne. Consider, then, how 
great the people’s burdens are. 

“The state treasury receipts under the 
present tax rate amount to between $3,000,- 
000 and $3,500,000, or more than $1.50 per 
capita. 

“The total county taxes will amount, it 
is estimated, to $2,000,000 more, which is 
over $1 per capita. 

“The revenue collected by the federal 
government, estimating the total population 
of the county at 70,000,000, will amount to 
more than $ per capita, or for Georgia's 
portion, on a per capita basis, to upward 
of $12,000,000 annuaily. In addition to the 
Fevenue. acinally collected by the ‘federal 
Government, it has been estimated by the 
late lamented Speaker Crisp and _ other 
great democratic leaders that the people 
of the union through tariff laws are in- 
directly taxed for the benefit of the manu- 
facturers of the country between $6,000,000 
and $18,000,000 more. That is to say, the 
people are compelled to pay that much 
more for goods of domestic manufacture 
than they could buy them for if there were 
notax onimports. Put this at $560,000 000 for 
the. entire union, and this indirect tax will 
amount to $8 per capita annually for the 
entire country, and if our state pays her 
part on a per capita basis Georgia’s portion 
of this tax would be $16,900,000 annually. 

‘In addition, the municipal taxation in 
the state will amount, it is estimated, to 
from $2,000,000 to $3.000,000 more, and while 
this is paid by a small portion of our pop- 
ulation, let us consider it on a per capita 
basis for the entire state, and it will add 
from $1 to $1.50 to the @ggtal per capita 
estimate. Federal, state. county and muni- 
cipal taxation, then, in Georgia, direct and 
indirect, amounts, according to these fig- 
ures, to about $18 for each man, woman and 
child in the state, including the unfortunate 
insane, idiots and paupers, and to a total 
of $36,000,000 in round numbers—%$36,000,000 
annually paid by our people for taxes. 

“Bear in mind that this is nearly 9 per 
cent annualiy of the whole value of the 
state's property, if it is worth only $11,000,- 
00, the figure at which it is returned for 
taxation, and nearly 4'4 per cent if it is 
worth twice $411,000,000. 

‘“"'This becomes more appalling when we 
consider that a great quantity of all this 
property yields no income whatever. 

“Tf these figures are correct, Georgia's 
cotton crop this year will not ps her taxes, 
and it would take less than twelve years for 
the total $411,000,000 to be consumed in taxg- 
tion. Think how great must be the produc- 
tive energies of the people, and how skill- 
fully they must be directed to prevent their 
utter impoverishment in a very short time. 

“No wonder they complain bitterly of 
and unjust taxation, and that they 
demand all their public servants in general 
and of this legislature in particular that 
there must be a reduction. 


Where the Soldiers Stand. 


“Consider that on top of all this weight 
the federal government has recently placed 
on our people the stamrs and special taxes 
to defray the expenses of the Cuban war 
and that they cost them vast sums of 
money, not cohsicered in the estimate I 
have just made, end that these taxes are 
paid largely if|not altoxether by the con- 
sumers and that an enormous portion of 
it is taken trom the farmers who consti- 
tute the largest class of consumers in 
Gecrgia. Remember, too, that the great 
money crop of this state is selling at a 
lower price perhaps than ever before, that 
real estate is cheaper and that the stamp 
taxes so far as they apply to checks re- 
strict the circulat.ng medium of the peo- 
ple, adding much to the general depres- 
sion. I have heard froni members of this 
assembly, and they are withir the sound 
of my voice, that they had heard farmers 
say that they were uneble this vear to 
buy winter shoes and clothing for their 
children because they were compelled to 
hoard all the money they could gather to- 
gether to pay their taxes. How can they 
get any bencit from their public schoois 
under such circumstances, and who ean 
wonder that their entreaties are heard 
from all cver the land begging their rep- 
resentatives to give them relief. 

“Their state tax) rate is higher this year 
than ever before, the stamp and specizl 
taxes began this year, the great money 
crop of the people is selling at ruinous 
prices, their circulating medium is re- 
stricted, and while thus their burdens have 
cruelly been added to, their resources have 
mercilessly decreased. Will any one say 
that under the circumstances one of the 
old heroes of the war, who has the means 
to take care of himself, would ask that

| his less fortunate and needy comrades and 


fellow citizens in this year of unusual hard 
times should levy a tax on themselves to 
pay him a pension? If so, I resent it in 
the name of the confederate soldier as a 
slur and an imputation against which their 
wounds and their record, pure and un- 
stained, should protect them. For my 
part, I don’t believe they ever did ask for 
it or expect it, but if they did ask for it, 
it was in the year 1888, when our tax 
rate was only 3.56 mills; whereas, now our 
tax rate is nearly twice that sum. I say 
this because it was in 1888 that the first 
act was passed providing for pensions for 
the maimed soldiers. 

“I know it has been said that if all the 
property of the state should be returned 
at its true valve the tax rate could be 
decreased, and this is undoubtedly true. 
But while this would equalize the people's 
burdens it woukd not, even if the tax rate 
should be cut in half, relieve the state as 
a whole from the great load it is carrying. 
The tax dodger exists beyond a doubt, and 
should be ferreted out, I say, but when 
his property is found it ought not at pres- 
ent to be made the excuse for increasing 
the aggregate amount of taxes collected, 
but somebody else’s burden, now too great, 
should be lightened thereby. I believe 
that the aggregate amount collected from 
the people in taxes {s great enough al- 
ready, and when the tax dodger’s property 
is discovered it ought to go toward de- 
creasing the tax rate and not toward in- 
creasing the aggregate amount collected. 
Why do I say this? I have before me an 
abstract of the census of 1890, which shows 
the assessed value of the property of each 
state in the union and the true value 


thereof. 
Fair Alike to All. 


“Tt also shows the percentage of the 
tetal assessed, of the total true valuation, 
of all the property in each state, Not one 
state returns all its property for taxation, 
New Hampshire comes nearer to it than 
any, but New Hampshire returns less than 
sl per cent of its property. Many of the 
states have boards of assessors, and you 
would naturally uhnink that Georgia, where 
every man is his own tax assessor, would 
fall low down in the column, but the fact 
is that only six states in the whole coun- 
try pay taxes on a greater percentage of 
the true value of their property than Geor- 
giu, and every one of them are northern 
states, into whose lap the federal govern- 
ment unloads vast sums of money for pen- 
sions for union soldiers. Not a single state 
south of Mason and Dixon’s lne, though 
many of them are spurred on by tax as- 
sessors and equalizers, returns a greater 
percentage of the true value of its prop- 
erty for taxation than Georgia. Thank 
heaven that though some of her citizens 
may be tax dodgers, the vast majority 
come nearer being honest with the tax 
gatherers than do the iaxpayers of any of 
her neighbors. This census in this respect 
makes a proud record for the old state and 
its people. 

“On top of this. as was stated in one 
of our great newspapers a few days ago, 
Georgia’s tax rate is much higher than 
that of any other southern siate exerpt 
one. She pays taxes on a greater per- 
ccntege of all her property than any other, 
and at a higher rate than all except one! 
Under these circumstances who will deny 
that the state’s resources are not equal 
to its burdens? If they are not, what 
reascn can be given for a failure to pass 
these bills, and to make the contemplated 
reduction in taxation? Can it be because 
if these bills should pass they would show 
a luck of gratitude on the part of our 
state to the old soldier? Let us see, 
Peake Virginia: has she forgotten Lee and 
Jackson and lost respect for the memories 
that cluster around them and their cause?

Can you say 
you wish to make a pension roll as a rojl 
of horor fer the confederate soldier? [| 
say to you that no pension roll is needed 
to put a confederate soldier on a roll of 
honor, because the fact that he is such a 
soldier puts him on a roll of honor that 
nothing can add to or toke from. 

“Can you say you object to these bills be- 
cause they make the old soldier take a 
pauper’s affidavit? I say in reply that the 
amendments I have offered remove such 
an objection, and undér it he takes only 
just such an oatih as he takes when he re- 
turns his property for taxation. Under the 
bills as amended the wid@ws and disabled 
soldiers take the same oath substantialiy 
that a soldier blind in both eyes has to 
take now under the law to get a pension, 
if he has lost his sight since the davs of 
his hard service. Why require such an 
oath of a blind soldier. If it is not required 
of his comrades? Unless such a blind man 
as I have described does make the affi- 
davit sought by these bills to be applied 
to all, he not only can get no pension. but 
if these bills do not pass, he will be taxed: 
and is taxed under the law now, to pay 
pensions to his comrades and their widows 
who do not need them, and who, perchance, 
may be rich and living In ease and luxurv. 
Why require such an oath of a blind man, 
T ask? You reply, because there is noth- 
ing in it that dishonors him. and I say, if 
it will not dishonor a blind man, it will 
not disheror a man that con see. 

Who Pays the Money? 

“There are probably between five and six 
theusand widows of confederate soldiers in 
Georgian who can draw no pensions, be- 
cause their husbands did not die in the ser- 
vice or from wounds received in the ser- 
vice. These widows. under the law now, 
are taxed to pay pensions to their hus- 
bands’ comrades, even though they be rich 
and have no wants that they cannot read- 
ily supply without a pension. There are 
probably 49,000 confederate soldiers in Geor- 
gia who draw no pensions and can draw 
none. because they were not permanently 
disabled, though shot throvgeh the body. 
perhaps, in many cases, and though poor 
they can earn a sunport, and cannot make 
the proof required by the indigent pension 
act. Under existing laws these 40,000, as 
well as the widows mentioned, are taxed 
to pay from their property pensions to 
many of their_comrades who are rich and 
have no needs they are unable to supply. 
These bills remedy these inequalities ond 
require the same oath from all alike. 
Though, even if the Lills pass, a man who 
lost an arm or leg or his eyes in the ser- 
vice will receive a larger pension than his 
comrade who draws a pension based alone 
on his poverty.

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me say, I don’t care a pin’s fee whether 
these bills pass or not, so far as they af- 
fect me personally, and God knows I 
would be elad of every old confederate sol- 
dier and every widow could get a pension 
that would keep them forever from want 
and give them an existence of ease and 
comfort: but I say the resources of the 
tax payers willl not permit this, and that 
under present conditions these bills, or 
something similar to them, are necessary 
to do simple justice to the confederate sol- 
diers and their widows, as well as to the 
Sstruggiing thousands all over the state. 
I say further, if it is with my last breath, 
that I positively believe that the vast ma- 
jority of the old soldiers want them to

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Drinking Men Unpopular. 

The national commissioner of labor 
has just completed a canvass of the rep- 
resentative business world to ascertain 
if the bibulous habit handicapped a man 
in success and the pursuit of employ- 
ment. The results show the rapidly 
growing unpopularity of drinking men 
and give some of the reasons therefor: 


Over 7,000 establishments, which employ 
hearly 2,000,000 men, replied. The answers 
have almost the significance of a census, 
therefore. Out of 6,976 employers 5,363 said 
that they were accustomed to consider 
Whether a person was in the habit of 
Grinking when they were asked to give 
any sort of a place. The employers who 
did not take this matter into consideration 
numbered 1,613. The industries represented 
In this report were agriculture, manu- 
factures, mining and quarrying, trade and 
transportation. The largest percentage of 
employers who inquire@ about drinking 
was among those engaged in trade and 
transportation. 

The means used to find out about an 
bpplicant’s habits were usually direct in- 
fuiry, reputation and personal appearance. 
The reasons assigned for taking a man’s 
habits into consideration were ‘o uard 
against accidents,”” ‘“‘because of responsi- 
bility of. position’”’ and “‘because of unre- 
liability of drinking men.’ Dishonesty, 
abuse of animals, the employer's disgust 
for drinking men and the importance of 
example to other emplovees were also 
urged in explanation of the practicaé In 
reply to the question whether men were 
likely to spend their money on @rink im- 
Mediately after drawing their pay, 3,897 
pstablisAments sent an affirmative answer, 
t,765 a negative one and 362 said nothing. 

In these days of electricity and rush, 
BH Man needs every advantage to success- 
fully prosecute the business of making 
a livelihood, and he wants to be freed 
from every fault that will act as an in- 
cubus to his prosperity. Viewed from 
this standpoint, it would require no 
lengthy editorial! to demonstrate the sig- 
nificance of the results of Commissioner 
Wright’s canvass.

Taking it for granted that they 
are gold bonds, The Post says: 

The transaction is exceptionally signifi- 
cant, for in addition to its import as a 
tribute to Atlanta’s credit, it proves that 
the money lenders are no longer haunted 
by a fear of free silver. If they are ready 
to scramble for 4 per cent municipal bonds, 
at a premium of more than 9 per cent, with- 
out any guarantee as to what sort of cur- 
rency they are to be paid in, it is quite evi- 
dent that they look upon free coinage as a 
@ead and buried issue. 

The Constitution dislikes very much to 
find itself in antagonism to the esteemed 
Washington Post, and would fain regard 
the conclusion quoted above as being 
a part of Editor Merrick’s delicate hu- 
mor. But for fear that others may 
‘take it seriously, we will say something 
about it.

| congratulated wpon having floated a 


large issue of bonds most successfully, 
it follows by no means that it is an in- 
dication of good business conditions. On 
the contrary, the incident under discus- 
sion is one of the strongest evidences of 
an unsound state of things. The Con- 
stitution has always held that when 
money was legislated into a value which 
did not originally belong to it, it would 
become scarce, and business in al] other 
lines would languish. ‘Thus we find 
all over the United States that money is 
fearful of entering into commercial or 
manufacturing enterprises, since it is 
much more valuable as a usurer out of 
municipal and corporate bonds, and can- 
not make the same earnings from in- 
dustrial investments. If, for instance, 
we could find the financial houses of 
all the cities named scrambling to build 
cotton mills, iron foundries, grist mills 
and manufactories generally, we could 
then point to a condition which was fa- 
vorable. Then, indeed, we could have 
abundant cause for rejoicing, and our 
well-paid workmen and money-making 
capitalists could afford to allow the city 
to pay good interest for the money 
which it needed. In the present case 
we find that low interest to the city 
means a correspondingly lower’ status 
for general industry, and hence, when 
moneyed men are seeking investments, 
they avoid all creative occupations and 
prefer municipal, state and national 
bonded investments. 

The city of Atlanta can hold its own, 
however, in any condition which may 
turn up. Since the gold standard is 
upon us, and we have to cut within the 
measure accordingly, we can hold our 
Own at it, but we would much prefer to 
see business in such a condition that 
money could make more in normal in- 
vestments than it can in seeking bonded 
securities. It is only from the free 
coinage of silver that we can hope for a 
return to this condition. The gold ad- 
vocates have had their way in this coun- 
try ever since 1873, with the exception 
of short spurts when the silver men 
forced renewed free coinage, and during 
that whole time business has continual- 
ly descended the scale. We were as- 
sured from the very first that the diffi- 
culties connected with the establish- 
ment of the gold standard would disap- 
pear as soon as the public was satisfied 
that it had come to stay. Beginning 
with the election of Cleveland in 1884, 
of Harrison, then of Cleveland again, 
and now of McKinley, the gold men have 
won victories. It is certainly time, in 
view of all this, for some of the good 
results which they claimed would follow 
their cause to have made themselves 
manifest, and yet we are worse off to- 
day than we have been at any time dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years. 

If, as The Post says, the money men 
“are no longer haunted by a fear of 
free silver,” why do they not turn their 
money loose, and let us hear the whirr 
of machinery and give employment to 
the millions of idle workmen throughout 
the country? 
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A Novel Defense. 

Mr. Roberts, of Utah, is likely to be- 
come quite an issue in national] politics. 

Mr. Roberts will be remembered as the 
husband of three wives and the father 
of a brace of twins who secured his elec- 
tion to congress from Utah in the recent 
election, The church people of the 
eountry are now making a kick against 
his admission, and the women are or- 
ganizing all over the land to fight one 
who indorses the enslavement of their 
sex, which is a natural attachment of 
polygamy. 

The Mormon statesman is prepared to 
put up a good defense, however, based 
upon missionary precedent, Missionaries 
to Mohammedan countries have had to 
deal with polygamy from the standpoint 
of vested right. When a polygamist 
becomes a Christian he may have from 
two to a dozen wives. What should he 
do with them? Their relations were 
entered into in all sincerity; and all par- 
ties have rights in the case, a disturb- 
ance of which would be unjust. Under 
these circumstanees, the missionaries 
have to wink at the present irregularity 
in view of the greater good to come. Ef- 
forts have been made by home boards 
to remedy all this, but in every case it 
has been finally decided to let well 
enough alone. 

Upon this platform Mr. Roberts pro- 
poses to plant himself. He asks for 
time in which to discharge his present 
matrimonial entanglements, after which 
he will become a good and law-abiding 
citizen. Speaking of his case, The New 
Haven Paladium says 

It does not appear that Roberts denies 
his plural marriages. His contention seems 
to be that he married his wives before the 
prohibition of polygamy was enacted; that 
it applies only to marriages subsequent, 
and not previous to its enactment, and 
that he cannot dissolve himself from his 
moral obligation to the team of spouses 
he already had in hand. 

Whether he will give up his extra wife 
or his seat in congress is a question ‘certian 
may make Roberts one of the lively figures 
in the fiftv-sixth congress, 

Upon this presentation of facts it is 
believed that Mr. Roberts will be al- 
lowed to take his seat, with a quiet pro- 
viso that only one wife shall call upon 
him at a time, while each of them may 
carry the twins in turn. 
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A Casein Point. 

During all the discussion which we 
have had upon the curtailing of the 
franchise in the southern states, there 
is one state in the union which has kept 
very quiet about its own method of pro- 
cedure, 

The state of Vermont is one of that 
happy band of New England communi- 
ties which assume to themselves all the 
virtues which go along with a high state 
of civilization, and a consequent repug- 
nance for the more uncouth plan of 
states to the west and south. Senators 
and congressmen from Vermont have 
been shocked because Mississippi en- 
acted a constitutional provision limiting 
the suffrage. When South Carolina fol- 
lowed in the same course, there was 
stern rebuke to be read upon the face 
of Vermont, and now that the people 
of North Carolina, and perhaps Georgia 
later on, may take some steps in the 
same direction, both states will be fur- 
nished with free curtain lectures from the 
Mistress Caudle of New England. 

We are indebted to The Minneapolis 
Tribune for the suggestion that Vermont, 
coy and prudent as she is, might fur- 
nish us with a method of disqualifying 
voters which would put to shame al] the 
devices of Mississippi or South Carolina. 
It seems that Vermont has never got 
over her primitive town meeting way of 
doing things, and that in that state a 
committee of the town council, taking to 
itself all the wisdom and virtue of the 
community, marks certain citizens as be- 
ing ineligible to the ballot. The con- 
sequence is that all through that state 
there are men disfranchised who have 
no more hope of securing a rectification 
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standpoint,

that it would be much neater for the 
southern states to adopt the Vermont 
plan, than to submit the voter to the 
tedious process of reading a section in 
the constitution. Ail that the white 
people in the south would need to do 
would be to get hold of the town offi- 
cers, and then constitute them into a 
board to pass upon the qualifications of 
the voters. 

This plan would have the merit of ex- 
cellent parentage, such, perhaps, as 
would not be disowned by New England.

Such, however, was the case of Ira 
itch, a citizen of Williams, lowa, who 
recently tock a buge dose of morphine 
and courted Thanatos successfully be- 
cause he could not escape from the atten- 
tions of the women who were in love 
with him, 

Fitch’s experience is one of the most 
pecullar and interesting, froma scientific 
observed of late years. NO 
one had ever accused him of being 
handsome, and he did not even affect the 
stvlish clothes which are the principal 
charm with many mashers. He was a 
plain, unostentatious business man, but 
endowed with a phenomenal flow of that 
subtle force called personal magnetism. 
Every woman whom he met fel! violent- 
ly in love with him, and maidens and 
matrons alike deluged him with tender 
epistles, and besieged his office or 
blocked his pathway whenever he ap- 
peared on thestreet. He went unshaved 
and wore seedy clothes in an effort 
to stem the tide of effusiveness, but he 
continued to be the center of attraction 
for half the women in his native town 

As soon as he got rid of one fair ad- 
mirer, another loomed up in the dis- 
tance, and plagued and badgered beyond 
endurance, he swallowed the fatal po- 
tion in sheer desperation. Mr. Fitch 
must, indeed, have been an unusual 
man. The average member of the stern- 
er sex would have eloried in such easy 
conquests as these, and basked in a con- 
tinual atmosphere of sunshine and 
smiles. All honor be then to Mr. Fitch, 
for the modesty that drove him to his 
grave We don’t meet with men like 
him every day, and we think the john- 
nies of the country should wear mourn- 
ing for a year, and erect a costly monu- 
ment to the memory of the man who was 
courted into the tomb. 
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Death to Military Barbarism. 

The final decision to postpone the Pic- 
quart courtmartial and to revise the 
Dreyfus case, marks an immense ad- 
france by the French nation. It also 
places thig people in the field as the 
pioneers in Europe of a movement to 
abandon old and heathenish precedents. 

Throughout the last trial and convic- 
tion of Dreyfus, military justice, which 
was a dignified term for “injustice,” at 
least in his experience, ruled supreme. 
The rigor and prejudice which rule all 


such proceedings of this nature were pres-. 


ent in their most tyrannical form, and 
all considerations of justice and fair 
dealing were sacrificed to an insane love 
ffor ‘militarism,’ and the inordinate 
hatred of the French for any one of Sem- 
itic origin. 

To have attempted a revision of the 
affair under a military tribunal would 
have been hopeless and the crisis of 
folly. But what we know here as the 
“supreme court” of the French nation, 
which is a civil authority, 
matter under advisement and, more tem- 
perate than the one-ideaed exponents of 
the army, has granted a revision, and 
promised an impartial hearing to all 
concerned in the case. 

This subjection of military to civil 
procedure is a thing unheard of, and un- 
popular with the aristocratic classes of 
Europe, as it offers the masses the hope 
for more definite justice and restitution 
in the near future. France has placed | 
the stamp of popular approval on the re- 
form, having partially recovered from 
her temporary aberration of a few 
months since, and even if the change is 
not permanent, credit will 
due her for the courage and righteous- 
ness to propose this judicial revolution. 
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Another Historic Name. 

The death of General Caiixto Garcia 
adds to the records of time another his- 
toric name. 

General Garcia was by all odds the 
most prominent citizen of Cuba. whether 
considered from a military point of view 
or that of a civilian. He possessed a 
character well rounded and responsive 
to the highest claims of civilization. 
Amid the mediocrity of humanity he 
stood head and shoulders above his fel- 
lows as the giant upon whom rested the 
prosperity of the land he loved so well. 

Born of a respectable family and given 
a good education, in which his religious 
training was not neglected, Garcia 
reached manhood a fine type of human- 
ity. Although the upper circles of offi- 
cial life in Cuba and social life in Spain 
were open to him, he felt so deeply for 
the poor people of his native island that 
he cast his fortunes with them and be- 
came the first promoter of the revolu- 
tion of 1868. From that day until the 
dav of his death, Gencral Garcia was 
consistently a friend of his country, as 
well as of popular freedom in general. 

It is unfortunate for Cuba in this, the 
crucial hour of her existence, that she 
is to be deprived of the conservative in- 
fluence and wise council of her leading 
son. The problem of independence will 
be found intricate and puzzling, and it 
will require a master hand to hold the 
Cubans in subjection to themselves, Gar- 
cia had the capabilities for this mission, 
and had he lived. the work would have 
proven much easier than it is now going 
to be.

When he returned 
home he sent a book to each of the boy 
orators who had declaimed before him at 
the Richmond Academy, and in Various 
other ways he showed that he was well 
pleased with Georgia and her warm-hearted 
people.

It was not easy then to get up a celebra- 
tion on a large scale. The whole population 
of the state was less than age There were 
no railways or steamboats, and people 
had to travel by private conveyance or in 
stage coaches.

We had no large cities, and most of the 
people lived on plantations and farms, or 
in small villages. The masses were very 
poor, living in log cabins, with puncheon 
floors. They wore homespun clothes, and 
pine knots took the place of candles or 
lamps at night. Besides their food crops, 
they raised indigo, cattle, tubacco and a 
little cotton. - 

jut cotton was only a garden plant in 
Georgia, until after the revolutionary war. 
In the year 1791 only 399 bales were ex- 
ported from the entire south, and nobody 
thought much of the future great staple 
until after the invention of the cotton gin. 
Georgians, however, were not all 
those early days. There were rich 
and town people who lived in fine 
and entertained in lavish style.

Editor Constitution—The writer does not 
Oppose public schools, but the levy of tax- 
€s any year should be made with reason- 
able and just regard for the condition of 
the people of the state who bear the bur- 
den of paying them. There seems to be no 
doubt that a majority of the citizens ‘of 
Georgia will have less money the comi: ig 
year (owing to the low price that cotton 
has brought the past two years) than for 
many years past. The fact that a large 
crop at a low prire brings less than a smal: 
crop at a hi ‘Sag price, seems to be lost 
Sight of by many of the people and some 
of our lawmakers. 

Education is a good thing—so, no doubt, 
are home missions and foreign missions— 
but no sane man who expects to give to 
these causes, will give so largely any one 
year, that he will be crippted, or cannot 
sive at all the next vear. It would seem 
that if the vast majority of the men, dis- 
tinguished or not distinguished, who have 
built this nation to its present greatness, 
never saw the inside of a public school— 
that those who expect to get their whole 
education in the public schools should be 
Willing to temporarily accommodate their 
demands to the reduced financial 
tion of those who are expected to pay 
their schooling. In our great zeal filet 
not be unjust or unreasonable. 

With any temporary curtailment of the 
School fund, how infinitely superior are 
the advantages of the Georgia youth of 
today, to what they were in the days of 
the fathers of the republic! George Wal- 
ton, the signer of the declaration of inde- 
pendense, from Georgia, was self-taugut, 
and gleamed his lessons at night by the 
flare of the ligtt-wood fire. Yet, George 
Walton and thousands of other patriots 
Of similar antecedants rebelled at unjust 
taxation without their consent. The legis- 
lature should see that no unjust taxes 
for any cause, however good that cause 
Should be placed on our people with their 
(the legislature’s) consent.

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Georgia Revolutionary Soldiers. 

Editor Constitution—In The American 
Monthliv, of Washington, D. C., Octo- 
ber, 1897, appeared a very interesting arti- 
cle entitled, ““Obstacies to D. A. R. Work 
in the South.”” The author was Mrs. An- 
nie White Mell, a yative of Georgia, but 
now res:ding at Auharn, Ala. The maga- 
zine named above i*.the organ of the 
National Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 

This article has attracted a great deal 
of attention among ‘‘Daughters” all over 
the country. Its are stilll heard. 
The article called special attention to the 
fact that the state of Georgia had never 
published her. revolutionary archives. 

The present writer at once entered into 
correspondence with Mrs. Mell; later with 
“Daughters” and others jin the state of 
Georgia, who might give some pitden ot op a 
On the subject. Also, made a careful ex- 
haustive study of al] the standard. histo- 
ries of Georgia. With the result of learn- 
ing that Georgta’s revolutionary records 
are fragmentary; that such records 
Georgia once possessed were largely 
Stroyed during the various wars that de- 
vastated her territory; that come 0, 000 hum- 
bie heroes are still unaccounted for: that 
the standard histories. all combined, do 
not contain more than about 1,000 names 
of Georgia revolutionary soldiers, and that 
most of these names belone to the more 
eminent worthies. Also, that in spite of 
the statements made, the case not 
quite hopeless as it seems. 

The present writer hhas undertaken ‘o 
aid the Georgia daughters in the work 
of rescuing their records and _ restoring 
their revolutionary archives. To qualify 
herself for this work, she brings expe- 
rience as a journalist; familiarity with 
the Pennsylvania archives; and practice as 
historian of a flourishing chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
Once fairly started, jt can be finished later 
by some one familiar with the his- 
tory of the various towns and counties in 
Georgia. In order to start the work with 
any reasonable expectation of success, it 
is first necessary to determine whether it 
is possible to collect a list of 7,000 names 
of revolutionary soldiers, regardless of 
rank. This list should jnclude continentals, 
militia, sons of liberty, minute men, parti- 
rangers, marines, etc. In short, ev- 
ery man who actually bore arms or fought 
in any way, for tne indepeypdence of Geor- 
gia during the revo.utionary period, 
whether for a long time or a short one, 
whether in many battles or few. Every 
private, or humble individual, who shoul- 
dered his musket, with no thought of fame. 

According to Heitman, °7,000 names is 
the number required. It seems like a lib- 
eral estimate, when we remember that 
Georgia credited with less than _ 3,000 
continentals, and consider the spareness of 
population and prevalence of tories. If 
there were 7,000, of those 3,000 are ronti- 
nentals, the other 4,000 would include mi- 
litia. rangers, etc. Perhaps the number is 
swelled by re-enltistments. 

The present writer has collected a list of 
2.000, from such sources of information as 
the standard histories, pension’ rolls, eic. 
Of these, the majority are continentals., 

How can the remaining 5,000 be gathered? 
Can. any of your readers come to the 
cue?

It seems searcely possible that 5,000 men 
could have lived, fough and died, and 
left no authentic records behind -them. 

Will any of your readers send me such 
items of information as they have? At 
present I want simply* names. Rank and 
individual services can be looked up later. 
And legislation ean be invoked later. 

I sha'l be pleased to hear from any lady 
or ‘gentieman in Georgia or elsewhere, 
who:can send me any information at all 
bearing on this subject. If I can only get 
one new name at a time it will be a step in 
advance. 

Perhaps I should state that I already 
have a copy of the original list of members 
of the Georgia Society of the Cincinnati.

EISEMAN BROS. 
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DR. YOUNG ALLEN TELLS 
OF HIS WORK IN CHINA 


Dr. Young Allen, one of the most remark- 
able men in the world, leaves Atlanta on 
‘Thursday for his home in China, perhaps 
never to return to his native land. He has 
epent nearly forty years of his life in that 
vast eastern empire, and the future histo- 
rian of China will speak of Dr. Young Al- 
len, or Lin Lochee, as he is known there, 
es one of the greatest characters in that 
country’s history. It is not exaggerating to 
say that not since Confucius, has there 
lived in China a2 man who has had such a 
v.cnderful and far-reaching influence upon 
the people. 

Confucius gave his people a philosophy 
end a religion which they have clung to 
with blind tenacity for centuries. 

Dr. Allen has onened their eyes and their 
hearts to Christian civilization, and een- 
turies hence it will be told of him that he 
was the inspiration of the new enlighten- 
ment. An intellectual revolution, springing 
from seed sown by Dr. Allen, has becn in 
progress for some years, end the other day 
the young empercr, undertaking to coin- 
plete the revolution at a single stroke, was 
forced to abdicate. It must not be assumed 
that the court and the governing classes 
are averse to the regeneration of the peo- 
ple, but the dowager empress realized that 
it must come gradually and not all at once 
by imperial edict. 

It is gratifying to Georgians to feel that 
the man who inaugurated this revolution, 
and who has wrought this work, is a na- 
tive Georgian, now a mandarin of the Chi- 
nese empire, the friend of the highest offi- 
cials and princes in the country. 

Almost forty years have passed since the 
Georgia Methodist conference sent one 
of its young members to Shanghai. He 
graduated at Emory college in 1858 and 
married in Coweta county soon after. He 
was ten months on the voyage. From the 
time his ship left Sandy Hook, he did not 
again see land for eight months, when Java 
Head was sighted and then he was 3,000 
miles from his destination. 

Last March he returned to his native land 
and in the few months which have since 
elapsed, he has visited nearly every south- 
ern state and what he has told his hearers, 
has been a revelation to them. 

On Sunday he preached his farewell ser- 
mon at the First Methodist chureh. Ponight 
he will’ be given a farewell public yecep- 
tion at Trinity church from 8 o'clock to 10 
o'clock. 

The sermon which Dr. Allen delivered on 
Sunday was an education to the congrega- 
tion. It made a wonderful impression and 
will long be remembered. 

Yesterday, Dr. Allen, who is the guest of 
Mr. W. P. Patilio, on East Fair street, 
talked to a few callers for more than an 
hour on China, and much of what he told 
cannot be found in books, because noth- 
ing of the kind has ever been printed—cer- 
tainly not in English. 

This mandarin of the Celestial Kingdom is 
a magnificent specimen of physical and in- 
tellectual marhood, a big man in every 
sense, and he so impresses every one from 
the very first moment of acquaintance. He 
{fs a missionary still, but the world at large 
does not comprehend the character of the 
work which such missionaries do. In the 
Bingle year, 1897, more than 400,000 of his 
books were bought and read by the Chi- 
Aese. That was just one year's work, and 
he has been writing almost ever since he 
first went ot China. He was for fourteen 
years in the government's service. He in- 
troduced some modern sciences into the 
educational system of China vears ago, and 
{in 1886, at the request of the government, 
he prepared a curriculum which is being 
gradually introduced into the educational 
system of the empire from the primary 
schools to the highest university. The great 
government universities are adopting his 
curriculum and by degrees the training of 
the young men will be made to conform to 
the ideas which he embodied in his plans. 

Beginning To Teach Giris. 

The Chinese have never educated their 
girls. As a mass, Chinese women are illit- 
erate. The missionaries have done a little in 
the way of teaching the girls, and the 
young women and now the government is 
beginning to realize that the old order of 
things must be superseded and that the 
girls must be taught, too. In accordance 
with this new scheme of education, the 
government has opened a great schoo] for 
girls of the better classes. Dr. Allen inau- 
gurated one a few years ago for such girls 
and it has grown until! it is a splendid in- 
stitution. 

“The Chinese will receive no charity.’ 
the mandarin. ‘‘Even the taint of charity is 
repugnant to them. They pay for what they 
want. If they do not want a thine, they 
may give the impression that they have not 
the money, but if you offer them something 
whivh they really desire, they will buy it 
and pay for it.’’ 

When the young Georgian first went to 
China the natives would not read books 
written by foreigners. They did not think 
that foreigners had anything to teach them, 
Having been isolated from time immemo- 
rial, they were under the impression that 
the sum of human knowledge was embraced 
in their books and their philosophy. Now 
they are eager to read of foreign pcoples. 
This accounts for the wonderful sale of Dr. 
Allen's books. The government engaged him 
to write histories of other countries, and 
he has written and the government has 
published his histories of every 


under the sun except England, the United 
States and China. Histories of these three 


countries the Chinese already had. 

Dr. Allen wrote a history of the war be- 
tween China and Japan in seventeen vol- 
umes, and sent complete sets to the empe- 


’ said 


country © 
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rors of China, Japan and Korea. Each of 
these three emperors wrote flattering let- 
ters, acknowledging the receipt of the work 
and each emperor said that it was :mpartial, 
This was highly gratifying to the author 
and, indeed, it was rather a surprise to him, 
because, while he had told the truth, 
some times he was very candid in his 
statements. 

The emperor of Korea sent the mandarin, 
as an additional evidence of his esteem, a 
beautiful screen, embroidered in the royal 
palace, 

Li Hung His Friend. 

A set of the volumes was sent by the 
author to the viceroy, the great Li Hung 
Chang. Prince Li Hung Chang wrote to 
Dr. Allen thanking him for the history, 
and two or three days after the note was 
received a messenger came from Li Hung, 
bringing the original manuscript of all the 
telegrams which he, as the viceroy, had 
sent and received during the war. This 
messenger came all the way from Li Hung’s 
home, 800 miles away. The prince of the 
yellow coat and the peacock feathers gave 
the manuscript to Dr. Allen and gave him 
permission to print it. 

Wihen the announcement was made that 
the official telegrams were soon to be pub- 
lished, many declared that the mandarin 
had been imposed upon. It was said that 
he could not. possibly have obtained them; 
that they could not have been secured for 
$10,000, 

These expressions of doubt show how 
great is the confidence and esteem in which 
the Georgian is held by 
400,000,000 people. The first edition of these 
official dispatches was limited to 5,000 copies. 
There was an immediate demand for more, 
and a second and third editions were pub- 
lished and exhausted. Then the native pub- 
lishers began to pirate the book and it was 
printed and distributed broadcast, as China 
has no copyright law. 

Known to All Chinamen. 

The Review of the Times is a monthly 
magazine published in Chinese by Dr. Al- 
and it circulates wherever Chinese is 
It is an influential publication with 
government circles in 
China, and {tis read by the governing 
classes and the politicians all over Asia. 
Dr. Allen keeps the Chinese in touch with 
internal as well as foreign affairs through 
this magazine. 
questions and progress. He is known to all 
educated Chinese. As an illustration of 
this, it may be mentioned thhat when he was 
on his way to America last winter, his 
ship touched for a day at Honolulu. He 
was not known personally there, but his 
magazine and his writings were known. 
Lin Lochee was carried off by a delegation 
of prominent Chinese and was given an 
ovation. 

He did not mention it, 
that his ‘history of the war referred to 
before is pronounced by European diplo- 
mats to be the best thistory of the war that 
has been written. 

Eager To Learn. 

‘China has been aroused,’’ said Dr. Allen 
yesterday. “‘She wants to know something 
ahout the rest of the world. Her defeat 
by Japan taught her that something was 
wrong with herself, and that there are oth- 
er nations in the world which are power- 
ful and more advanced than she is. That is 
why the people are reading history so ex- 
tensively. They are now willing to receive 
ideas and help from the outside world.” 

The Chinese are no soldiers, says Dr. Al- 
len. They detest soldiers and look on them 
as thieves and outlaws. Hence they have 
10 military spirit. In some respects, though, 
they are a great nation. There are 400,000,- 
000 of them. Their country is vastly rich 
and totally undeveloped. Their vast dépos- 
its of coal, iron and the precious metals 
have remained unexplored from the begin- 
ning. The government would not allow the 
people to develop the empire's natural re- 
sources and the government would not ex- 
plore them because it wanted a msnopoly. 
Tithe governing classes doubt the loyalty of 
the eoaten and the people distrust the gov- 
ernment’s ‘honesty. Both have just ground 
for their suspicions. Once the government 
borrowed an immense sum from the people 
and issued scrip, promising to redeem it, 
but the scrip was never redeemed and now 
the government could not float a popular 
bond issue for $10,000. This explains why 
the government had to borrow the money in 
Europe with which to pay the war indemni- 
ty demanded by Japan. The people wouid 
not contribute a dollar. The Europeans se- 
cured themselves by a string tied to the 
custom houses, 

Opportunity for Capitalists. 

A great fleld is offered by China to foreign 
The government has to farm 
concessions to foreigners, and these 
foreign syndicates. sub-let. The natives 
trust the English in money matters and will 
subscribe readily to shares in English com- 
panies. Ome concession recently granted 
by the government to a foreign syndicate 
on a section of coal lands is estimated to 
contain thousands of millions of tons of 
coal. And this was only a small part of 
the coal field. 

Dr. Allen pronounces China a far richer 
country than the United States in mineral 
resources. Millions and millions of dollars 
will be made, he says, in developing the 
resources of the country and in building 
railroads and introducing the telegraph, 
teiephone and labor saving machinery. 

The Chinese are said to feel very kindly 
toward the Russians, who have hypnotized 
them. The Russian bear is hugging them, 
and they mistake his selfish squeezing for 
affection on the bear’ part.

China has a system of 
civil service. Once in, it is possible for the 
humblest citizen to go to the top. Li Hung 
Chang started as a poor boy, and worked 
his way clear up to the peacock feathers 
and the yellow jacket, the highest honors 
in the empire next to the emperor's throne. 
Official position means fortune; not that 
the salaries are princely, but because of 
the opportunities to get money in other 
ways. The gentle art,.of holding up the 
people and filching large sums from them 
is practiced in China to perfection. Li Hung 
Chang is said to have made millions. by 
ways that are dark and tricks that are 
vain. Dr. Allen did not remark this of this 
friend, but it is a matter of common report 
throughout the world, including China. 
Allen did mention a case of a candidate for 
a position in Shanghai who is said to have 
paid $90,000 to get appointed to an office 
which pays in salary only $3,000 a year, and 
his term is three years. At best, he could 
only get $9,000 salary for his term, yet he 
paid ten times that amount to get the job. 
Everybody, all the way up to the appoint- 
ing power, had to have a take-out. The 
successful applicant maintains a large and 
expensive retinue, but despite this, he will 
be a millionaire when he goes out of office. 
Everybody who wants anything from this 
official will have to divide. An American 
politicial poss is an infant in Jobbery com- 
pared to this official. But this is the gen- 
eral custom throughout the empire. 
Vacancies in the civil service are filied 
after examinations. Last year 24,000 candi- 
dates were examined in one city alone, and 
only 250 passed. Men go up for examination 
year after year, and frequently there are 
candidates who are sixty and seventy years 
who have been attending the examina-

Americans, the English and the French 
have a reservation, or rather each country 
has a reservation of its own, at Shang*hal, 
but all three adjoin.

Icengland and the United 
States each got a tract one mile square. 
This was all rice land originally, and had 
scarcely any population. The MKMuropeans 
filled up the ground and settled there, Now 
there are 300,000 people on this small area. 
The wealthy Chinese have asked the 
foreigners to let them in on the reservation 
to live and to do business, because they 
like the method of government pursued by 
the foreigners. The Chinese get more 
peace, quiet and justice under the foreign- 
ers than from their own ruling classes out- 
side the reservation. The Europeans run 
their own reservations according to their 
Own Ideas, ‘tiney maintain their own police, 
courts and public works,

The Emperor's Abdication. 

There is one class which is very mucn 
Opposed to wesiern civilization, he says. 
These natives believe that the secret of 
China’s weakness and recent misfortunes 
is to be found in the fact that the people 
have been departing from the teachings of 
Contucius. ‘Then, of course, the teachers 
and officials who are too old to take up the 
new western ideus are opposed io any 
change. But on the other hand there is a 
large element of -progressive Chinamen at 
home who want the old order abolished. 

They realize that their country must get 
out of the old ruts and become modern to 
keep up with the procession. These people 
understand that the ch: inge must come by 
degrees. ‘the Chinamen who have seen-the 
United States and IKiuropean countries are 
almost a unit for the immed{ate adoption 
Of western jdeas. They are revolutionists 
of the most radical type. The natives 
have not been at liberty in the past to 
publish their advanced ideas, but Dr. Al- 
len could do it, and through al) the years 
that she has been in China, he has been 
educating the people up to the western 
ideas of government, life and civilization, 
generaliy. Now the sentiment is wide- 
spread, and it {s growing all the time. 

Educated Chinamen, the university grad- 
uates, are fond of discussions. They have 
a passion for writing on any topic. One 
scheme for getting them to study western 
civilization was rather shrewd. A _ mis- 
sionary institution offered modest prizes 
for the best on the contrast be- 
tween Chinese and western civilization. 
Contestants were referred to books by 
English authors of western civilization. 
This caused them to read about Europe and 
the United States. 

In one of the governmental examinations, 
the question was asked, Whether the flood 
mentioned by Confucius was the same as 
the one described in the foreign classic or 
Bible. How the question was decided, Dr, 
Allen did not say, but it got thousands 
of Chinese to reading the Bibie. 

Dr. Allen does not look for the dismem- 
berment of the Chinese empire by the 
European countries, not now, at any rate, 
The abdication of the throne by the young 
emperor recently, was no surprise to the

Fight Over Taxing Dogs. 

One of the liveliest fights of the morning 
Session occurred over the bill of Mr. Dews, 
of Randolph, to levy a tax of $1 on dogs 
over six months old in this state. Under 
the terms of the bill the owners of dogs 
are required to make returns of the same 
to the tax receiver, and the proceeds aris- 
ing from the tax are to be applied to the 
educationa] fund. Mr. Dews explained that 
the bill combined the best features of. the 
five different measures introduced at this 
session. He said that if enacted into law, 
it would not only exterminate thousands 
of worthless dogs, but would add $100,000 
to the gtate’s revenue. Mr. Woodall, of 
Talbot, offered an amendment’ which was 
adopted, providing that the operations of 
the bill should not go into effect in any 
county of the state until approved by the 
grand jury thereof. Mr. Bennett, of Pierce, 
offered an amendment, which was voted 
down, allowing each family to own one 
dog exempt from taxation, and Mr. Me- 
Gehee, of Harris, offered another amend- 
ment, Which the same fate, allow- 
ing each family to own two dogs exempt 
from taxation. Mr. Rose, of Camden, and 
Mr. King, of Houston, both strongly ad- 
vocated the bill. Mr. Howard, of Chatta- 
hooche, offered an amendment, which 
Was voted down, making the provisions of 
the bill apply only to sheep-killing dogs.

The next bill which came up for consid- 
eration was the bill of Mr. Blalock, of 
Fayette, providing for the return of notes, 
accounts, mortgages, judgments and other 
Obligations. In lieu of this bill the following 
substitute was favorably reported: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, That from and after 
the passage of this act, the o#”ner or 
holders of notes, accounts, mortgages, 
judgments and all other obligations for 
property or money, inciuding stocks and 
bonds, whether held as owner, agent, 
guardian, trustee, administrator or other- 
wise, shall, at the time of making returns 
cf taxable property to the receiver of tax 
returns deliver to said receiver a com- 
plete schedule of said property. Saiad 
schedule shall show, in detail, the date, 
amount, when due, rate of interest, all 
credits, if any, but not the name of the 
debtor; and in case of stocks and bonds, 
by what company or corporation issued. 
The gross nominal or par value of each 
item and the fair market :vwalue to be 
stated separately, which itémized schedule 
shail be sworn to by the person furnishing 
Same as being full and correct. It shall 
be the duty of the comptroller general to 
prepare suitable blank schedules with 
questions so framed as to elicit the infor- 
mation required by this section, and so 
ruled as that the taxpayer can easily 
furnish the information desired. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the 
schedule required to be made by the tax- 
payer in section 1 hereof shall be identified 
as follows: 

Fach page of such schedule shall have 
written or printed immediately below the 
last item of property @escribed thereon the 
words, ‘““The property described on this 
page returned for taxation for the year 

which shall be signed by the tax 
receiver in own handwriting. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the tax receiver to 
carefully examine said schedules, see that 
the totals correct, and if in his judg- 
ment he shall believe the property em- 
bracead in said schedule, or any _ portion 
of it, is returned below its value, he 
shall assess the same at what he believes 
to be the fair market value, and all subse- 
quent proceedings shall be as is provided 
in section 84 of volume 1 of the code of 
1895, ° 

Se. 4. If an arbitration is demanded by 
the taxpaver or person making returns as 
is provided in section 840 of volume 1 of 
the code, the board of arbitrators, when 
selected, shall have full power and au- 
thority to subpoena witnesses, require 
the production of books and papers, and 
examine the taxpaver on cath in reference 
to his property and the value thereof, 

Sec. 5. Be it further enaeted, That if any 
pe rson, firm or corporation, or the agent 
in this state of any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who are non-residents, shall fail or 
refuse to make out and submit on oath 
the schedule of his property as is required 
in section 1 of this act, then no evidence of 
debt so required to be scheduled shall be 
recoverable by action of law or suit-in 
equity in any of the courts of this state, 
or by any legal process, or by sale under 
deed of trust, or otherwise, until they shal] 
have been reported for taxation as is pro- 
vided by law, and the tax thereon for 
the vears that such property should have 
been returned, is paid, with intérest. and 
With an addition of 10 per cent of the 
amount of said unpaid taxes, 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted that the tax- 
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payer or person makKing the return, may, 
at his option, make out the schedule re- 
quired by section 1 of this act, in duplicate, 
and when so done both copies shall be in- 
dentified as is provided in section 2 hereof. 
When such duplicate is made and identified, 
one copy shall be delivered to the taxpayer 
or person making the return and the other 
copy, and, in case no duplicate is made, 
then the sole copy shall be retained by the

A VISIBLE INGREASE 


That Was the Clab That Knocked Props 
from Under Wheat. 


CAUSED A FRACTION DECLINE 


Ccrn Was Dull but Firm—Oats Follow- 
ed Corn, While Provisions Closed 
7 1-2 to 15c Higher. 


——- 


Chicago, December 12.—Coarse grains and 
provisions were strong today and closed 
higher, while wheat, though starting in the 
direction of higher prices, turned weak and 
closed 4@%sc decline from Saturday's final. 
The heavy increase ‘in the visible was the 
club that knocked the props from under 
the market. Corn and oats were strong for 
no apparent reason, and advanced about ‘4c 
each. Provisions were in better demand, 
and closed 71.@1l5c higther. 

It looked at the start as if wheat was to 
be another bull market. The world’s ship- 
ments figures were very encouraging to 
buyers, showing a total of but  &,500,000 
bushels, as against 9,844,000 last year. Or 
this amount »6,758,000 bushels were shipped 
from this side. The feature which attract- 
ed the most attention, however, was the 
remarkably small Russian shipments—only 
815,000 bushels. This fact, coupled with the 
reports Of scarcity in provinces of Russia, 
Suggested a possible dropping out of that 
country as a competitor of America, for 
the present at least, and gave a good deal 
of stiffness to the early trading. Liverpool 
also showed firmness, 4@%ed advance being 
chronicled in that market. May started a 
Shade higher at 65%@65%c. There was 
quite a good demand both from shorts and 
from the general crowd, the result being 
an immediate advance to 65%c. Tihe de- 
mand was soon satisfied, and for a short 
time the market Was extremely dull, 
though steady. Then it turned weak and 
remained in that condition until shortly be- 
fore the close, only the narrowness of the 
trading preventing a more serious decline 
than occurred. ’rivate London cablegrams 
saying that the Russian offerings were in- 
creasing was the first wave that struck 
the sandhouse. Soon after tnis the figures 
on the visible were posted. They showed 
an increase of 2,623,000 bushels, an amount 
so far beyond even what the most pessi- 
mistic bear had expected that all the wheat 
bought during the early trading and con- 
siderable more besides was dumped on to 
the market. Before the liquidation ceased 
May had fallen to 65, and even at that 
figure there was very little bidding for 
some time. Primary receipts were 1,532,000 
bushels. Minneapolis and Duluth receipts 
were 1,472 cars, compared with 1,647 last 
week and 1,26 a year ago. Chicago re- 
ceipts were 285 cars, 6 of contract grade. 
Argentine and Indian crop news was fav- 
orable. The export demand was rather 
Slack, New York reporting from 20 to 30 
loads taken for export. Near the close cov- 
ering by shorts gave a little strength to 
the market and caused May to recover to 
Gol4atl44c, where it closed. 

Corn, though very dull, was comparative- 
ly tirm. The decline in wheat acted as a 
drag on the market for a time, but lig‘hter 
receipts than expected, a substantial de- 
crease in local stocks and firm cables pre- 
vented any decline. The visible decreased 
2,016,000. Receipts were 62 ears. Toward 
the close the demand became better and 
prices advanced slightly, the market hola- 
ing firm to the end. May ranged from 
Jo%y to 344ec and closed 4c higher at 34%e. 

Oats were even duller than eorn. The 
trading was very narrow all day, and 
chiefly of a scalping nature. The market 
in a general way fe;/lowed corn and ruled 
rather firm throughout at a slight advance. 
The cash market was due to liberal 
receipts—300 cars. The visible decreased 
i83,0 bushels. May ranged from 25% to 
w&'xc and closed %a@\c higher at 264 2614c. 

Provisions were firm from the. start.

FORBES LEAVES THE ARMY. 


£ixteen-Year-Old eisai of Ray’s | 


Immune Regiment To Return 
Home. 

A telegram announcing the honorable dis- 
charge of Corporal Cannon Forbes, of the 
Third immune regiment, was received by 
Mr. W. T. Forbes yesterday from the 
secretary of war. 
now stationed at Baracoa, Cuba, and will 
not probably arrive in Atlanta in less than 
ten days. 

Corporal Forbes at the time of his enlist- 
ment was only sixteen years old. He was 
very large for his age, however, and easily 
passed the physical examination. He joined 
Ray’s regiment in Macon and proceeded 
with it from there to Savannah and thence 
to Santiago. While stationed in the last 
city he was taken from the ranks and pro- 
moted to the rank of corporal for his sol- 
dierly conduct. 

When the command was finally divided, 
eight companies being sent to Guantanamo 
and four to Baracoa, young Forbes was as- 
signed to the last detachment. The hard- 
ships undergone during the early days of 
the camp at the latter point proved too 
much for his constitution and he was 
stricken with fever, from the effects of 
which he has not fully recovered. 

These facts the boy wrote home, but de- 
clared he would like to continue in the 
service if he could regain his health. As 
he has not done so, however, he made ap- 
plication, through his father, for dis- 
charge.
